REMARKS 


In spite of the floods of last spring the town roads are in 
very good shape now. 


The Class V money was spent on the road from the chureh 
on the Marlboro road and the church to the Coty place, the 
largest amount being spent from the church to the Coty place. 


Next year we will have more Class V money on account of 
some of the roads being put back to Class V, which money, if 
spent, from the church to Woodward Pond will put that road 
in fair condition. 


The Keene Water Works, through the P. W. A., has grav- 
eled the road from the Woodward Corner to Woodward Pond. 


Only $33.00 was spent on town poor, but in the coming 
year there will probably be one case of old age assistance. 


The Keene Water Works did a lot of work after the flood, 
on the stone shed hill, and later did a lot of work and gravel- 
ing on the Dakin road which we, as selectmen, greatly appre- 
ciate. 


Owing to the large amount of money spent in opening up 
our back roads last year, and due to the fact that it is impos- 
sible to get men to shovel snow, and that after bad snow storms 
it is impossible to hire snow plows, we the selectmen, decided 
that it was advisable to purchase a snow plow that would be 
adapted to use with a truck; as trucks are easily procured on 
short notice, and if the roads are broken out in time, the truck 
plow will open up the roads. The snow plow committee re- 
ported that the Holyoke V type snow plow was the best adapt- 
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ed to our roads, therefore we purchased the snow plow as 


recommended.
